1. FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF SOVIET PROTOCOL TO HAGUE 
CONVENTION: 

BEGIN TEXT. QTE SUPPLEMENTARY PROTOCOL TO THE CONVENTION 
FOR THE SUPPRESSION OF UNLAWFUL SEIZURE OF AIRCRAFT SIGNED 
AT THE HAGUE ON 16 DECEMBER 1970. 

THE UNDERSIGNED GOVERNMENTS, BELIEVING IT ESSENTIAL TO 
SUPPLEMENT THE CONVENTION FOR THE SUPPRESSION OF UNLAWFUL 
SEIZURE OF AIRCRAFT SIGNED AT THE HAGUE ON 16 DECEMBER 
1970, HEREINAFTER REFERRED TO AS QTE THE CONVENTION UNQTE, 
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ARE AGREED AS FOLLOWS: 
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ARTICLE 1 

REPLACE ART. 8, PARA 2 OF THE CONVENTION AS FOLLOWS: 

2. EACH CONTRACTING STATE UNDERTAKES TO RETURN OFFENDERS 
TO THE STATE OF REGISTRATION OF THE AIRCRAFT OR TO THE 
STATE REFERRED TO IN ART. 4, PARA 1(C) OF THE CONVENTION WHEN 
SO REQUESTED BY IT, EXCEPT WHERE THE PERSONS CONCERNED 
ARE NATIONALS OF THE STATE ON THE TERRITORY OF WHICH THE 
OFFENDER IS PRESENT. EXTRADITION SHALL BE SUBJECT TO THE 
OTHER CONDITIONS PROVIDED BY THE LAW OF THE REQUESTED STATE. 

IF A CONTRACTING STATE WHICH MAKES EXTRADITION CONDITIONAL 
ON THE EXISTENCE OF A TREATY RECEIVES A REQUEST FOR EX- 
TRADITION FROM ANOTHER CONTRACTING STATE WITH WHICH IT HAS 
NO EXTRADITION TREATY, IT SHALL CONSIDER THIS CONVENTION AS 
AN EXTRADITION TREATY IN RESPECT OF THE OFFENCE. 

ARTICLE 2 

BETWEEN THE PARTIES TO THIS PROTOCOL, THE CONVENTION AND 
PROTOCOL SHALL BE READ AND INTERPRETED TOGETHER AS A SINGLE 
DOCUMENT AND BE KNOWN AS THE HAGUE CONVENTION FOR THE SUPPRES- 
SION OF UNLAWFUL SEIZURE OF AIRCRAFT SIGNED AT THE HAGUE 
ON 16 DECEMBER 1970 AS AMENDED AT ROME ON 

ARTICLE 3 

1. UP TO THE DATE OF ENTRY INTO FORCE OF THIS PROTOCOL 
IT SHALL BE OPEN FOR SIGNATURE ON BEHALF OF ANY STATE 
PARTY TO THE CONVENTION. FOLLOWING THE ENTRY INTO FORCE 
OF THE PROTOCOL IT SHALL BE OPEN FOR ACCESSION BY ANY 
STATE. 

2. ACCESSION TO THIS PROTOCOL BY ANY STATE WHICH IS NOT 
A PARTY TO THE CONVENTION SHALL MEAN ACCESSION TO THE 
CONVENTION AS AMENDED BY THIS PROTOCOL. 

ARTICLE 4 
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1. THIS PROTOCOL IS SUBJECT TO RATIFICATION BY THE SIGNATORY 
STATES. THE INSTRUMENTS OF RATIFICATION SHALL BE DEPOSITED 
WITH THE DEPOSITORY GOVERNMENTS OF THE HAGUE CONVENTION 
OF 1970. 

2. THIS PROTOCOL SHALL ENTER INTO FORCE THIRTY DAYS 
FOLLOWING THE DATE OF DEPOSIT OF INSTRUMENTS OF RATIFICATION 
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BY FIVE STATES SIGNATORY TO THIS PROTOCOL. FOR OTHER 
STATES. IT SHALL ENTER INTO FORCE THIRTY DAYS FOLLOWING THE 
DATE OF DEPOSIT OF THE INSTRUMENT OF ACCESSION TO THE 
PROTOCOL. 

ARTICLE 5 

THE DEPOSITORY GOVERNMENTS SHALL PROMPTLY NOTIFY ALL 
SIGNATORY AND ACCEDING STATES OF THE DATE OF EACH SIGNATURE, 
THE DATE OF DEPOSIT OF EACH INSTRUMENT OF RATIFICATION OR 
ACCESSION, THE DATE OF ENTRY INTO FORCE OF THE PROTOCOL, 

AND OTHER NOTICES. 

ARTICLE 6 

AS SOON AS THIS PROTOCOL COMES INTO FORCE, IT SHALL BE 
REGISTERED BY THE DEPOSITORY GOVERNMENTS PURSUANT TO ART. 

102 OF THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND PURSUANT TO 
ART. 83 OF THE CONVENTION ON INTERNATIONAL CIVIL AVIATION 
(CHICAGO, 1944). 

ARTICLE 7 

1. ANY CONTRACTING STATE MAY DENOUNCE THE PROTOCOL BY 
WRITTEN NOTIFICATION TO THE DEPOSITORY GOVERNMENTS. 

2. DENUNCIATION SHALL TAKE EFFECT SIX MONTHS FOLLOWING 
THE DATE ON WHICH NOTIFICATION IS RECEIVED BY THE DEPOSITORY 
GOVERNMENTS. 

3. BETWEEN PARTIES TO THIS PROTOCOL DENUNCIATION OF THE 
CONVENTION IN ACCORDANCE WITH ART. 14 OF THE CONVENTION 
SHALL NOT BE INTERPRETED IN ANY CIRCUMSTANCES AS DENUNCIATION 
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OF THE CONVENTION AS AMENDED BY THIS PROTOCOL. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, THE UNDERSIGNED PLENIPOTENTIARIES, 

BEING DULY AUTHORIZED THERETO BY THEIR GOVERNMENTS, HAVE 
SIGNED THIS PROTOCOL. END TEXT. 

2. TEXT OF PROTOCOL TO MONTREAL IS SAME AS PROTOCOL TO 
HAGUE EXCEPT FOR APPROPRIATE CHANGES IN REFERENCE TO THE 
SPECIFIC CONVENTION, ARTICLE CITATIONS AND ARTICLE 1. 

ARTICLE 1 READS AS FOLLOWS: 

BEGIN TEXT: 

REPLACE ARTICLE 8, PARAGRAPH 2 OF THE CONVENTION AS FOLLOWS: 
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2. THE CONTRACTING STATES UNDERTAKE TO EXTRADITE PERSONS 
GUILTY OF THE OFFENSES REFERRED TO IN ARTICLE 1 OF THE 
CONVENTION TO THE STATE OF REGISTRATION OF THE AIRCRAFT 
OR TO THE STATE REFERRED TO IN ARTICLE 5, PARAGRAPH 1(C) 

OF THE CONVENTION, EXCEPT WHERE THE PERSONS CONCERNED ARE 
NATIONALS OF THE STATE ON THE TERRITORY OF WHICH THE OFFENDER 
IS PRESENT. EXTRADITION SHALL BE SUBJECT TO THE OTHER 
CONDITIONS PROVIDED BY THE LAW OF THE REQUESTED STATE. 

IF A CONTRACTING STATE WHICH MAKES EXTRADITION CONDITIONAL 
ON THE EXISTENCE OF A TREATY RECEIVES A REQUEST FOR 
EXTRADITION FROM ANOTHER CONTRACTING STATE WITH WHICH IT 
HAS NO EXTRADITION TREATY, IT SHALL CONSIDER THIS CONVENTION 
AS AN EXTRADITION TREATY IN RESPECT OF THE OFFENCE.
